The  Board  of  Management  submits,  on  behalf  of  the  Children's  Aid 
Society,  its  Seventh  Annual  Report,  cnveriiig  its  v.mV.  fo''  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  iSi,S.  In  diiiii'4  so,  ;i  would  rratetnily  arknowU'di.v  the 
lovingkindness  of  our  lUavenly  I'.itliet  .n  grantini;  the  Society  the  measure 
of  success  its  work  ,has  attained  during  the  year.  The  sympathy  and 
support  given  by  the  jniblic  have  Ix'en  an  incentive  to  increased  usefulness. 

The  work  has  been  of  very  much  the  same  nature  as  that  in  the  past, 
though  there  have  been  new  features. 

The  objects,  aims  and  work  of  the  Society  have  lieen  pretty  fully  set 
forth  in  its  past  annual  reports  ;  but  as  some  misapprehension  seems  still 
to  exist  in  regard  to  these,  it  is  deemed  wise  to  again  set  them  forth  in  as 
brief  a  manner  as  possible  at  this  time. 

RELATIONS  WITH  THB  PROVINCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

In  order  to  remove  a  inisiindLrstaiiding  ,vhi'"h  secm^  io  e>;:.l  in  regard 
to  the  relation  lietween  die  l'roviiiri;il  1'' pirtiiient  o'  S'p">cied  and 
Dependent  Children  and  the  .Society,  it  will  Ix:  well  to  explain  that  iht- 
Society  is  a  body  independent  of  the  Department,  and  does  not  receive  a 
Government  grant.      The  relation  of  the   Department  to  this  and  to  all 
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Cliiliircn's  Aid  So-ieiios  in  tlie  Province  of  Ontario  is  merely  sujiervisory. 
It  is  the  dut>-  of  this  Society  to  .-iltend  tu  all  matters  concerning  neglected 
and  dependent  children  coming  under  the  provisions  of  the  "Children's 
Protection  Act'"  of  Ontario  and  Criminal  Code  of  Canada,  ;vithin  the 
cori)orate  limits  ol'  the  City  of  'ioronto.  It  has  no  power  to  go  beyond 
those  limits ;  but  from  the  very  nature  of  city  ivork,  as  so  many  families 
are  constantly  coming  from  other  parts  of  the  country  to  live  in  the  city, 
the  work  dine  may  be  said  to  be  of  a  character  which  affects  the  whole 
Province.  This  is  still  more  ap])arent  when  the  Society's  work  of  placing 
children  in  foster  homes  by  preference  outside  of  the  city — is  taken  into 
account. 

THE  SOCIETY'S   SPHERE   OF  WORK. 

The  branches  of  work  included  under  the  operations  of  the  Society 
are  as  follows  :  — 

Fiisl  :  To  attend  the  trial  of  all  children  under  lo  years  of  age  in  the 
I'olice  Court — which  always  takes  place  in  [irivate— ^and,  as  far  as  possible, 
by  investigation  of  the  home  life  of  the  children  concerned,  to  assist  the 
.Magistrate  in  determining  what  is  to  be  done  with  them.  \n  order  that  this 
be  done  thoroughly,  remands  are  freiiuently  made,  and.  when  it  is  deemed 
necessary,  the  children,  during  the  rem.ind,  are  sent  to  the  Shelter,  and 
not  to  the  Jail,  as  formerly. 

St\'t>tii/  :  To  receive  conililaints  of  alleged  <:ruelty  to  children  or 
neglect  of  children,  and  investigate  these,  attd  also  look  into  cases  where 
the  destitution  of  parents  makes  it  necessary  to  take  action.  In  the  cases 
of  neglect  and  cruelty,  if  fre(juent  remonstrajice  and  warnings  do  not  lead 
the  parents  to  mend  their  w,ays,  informatioji  is  laid,  and  they  are  brought 
into  the  Police  Court,  and  the  case  is  dealt  with  according  to  its  merits, 
and  when  other  Uiea*.-  fail,  the  rbildrt-n  are  taken — it  may  be  for  a  time  or 
ak.igethc]  to  be  pl.i'ed  in  other  and  belter  liouies.  where  they  will  have  a 
chance  lo  grow  up  to  Ia:  n-pectable  i  Iti/.ens.  I'he  trials,  it  will  be  seen, 
do  not  always  result  in  the  children  being  taken  from  the  parents,  but  in 
such  cases  they  serve  as  warnings. 

J'liini :  To  receive  children  at  the  Shelter  from  parents  who  are 
unable  to  control  their  olTsprmg,  and  also  from  the  truant  otticers-tliose 
who  have  Iwcome  cojilirmed  truants  and  incorrigible.  .\  short  term  of 
kindly  but  tirm  discipline  often  results  in  their  going  back  lo  their  homes 
to  be  a  comfort,  instead  of  a  trial,  to  their  parents.  .\s  the  law  stands  at 
present  It  is  not  permissible  for  the  truant  oflicers  to  bring  truants  to  the 
Shelter  for  detentio.i  unless  their  parents  consent.  It  is  doubtful  if  this  is  a 
wise  provision,  and  whethi-r  an  amoi^dmcMt  to  the  la.v  is  not  desirable,  so 
thit.  vil'^n  'leccJ'.n  ,  •m  h  ihil.lreii  coiil<t  be  liroiight  without  the  cons(mt 
of  p'.K-nts;  for  ihey  often  foilishlj  side  with  their  children,  and,  in  th.tt 
way,  help  to  make  them  more  unmanageable.  The  work  of  the  truant 
officers  is  not  so  generally  known  and  appreciated  by  the  citizens  as  it 
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might  -and,  wc  believe— ought  to  be.  They  are  iiuletatigable,  faitlit'ul 
and  rarel'iil  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  ofikers  ol  this  .Society 
have  found  the  co-operation  of  tliese  puljlic  otTicers  plea.sant  and  helfiful 
i:    the  \vorl<  which  this  Society  seeks  to  accomplish. 

The  recommendation  made  by  one  of  the  speakers  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  the  Industrial  Schools  .Association,  that  the  Industrial  Schools 
Act  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  of  children  convicted  ol  truancy, 
incorrigibility  and  other  misdemeanors  being  sent  tor  short  terms  to  the 
Industrial  Schools,  has  the  Society's  hearty  approval,  as  the  Superintendents 
of  these  Schools  would  be  better  able  to  pro|ierly  administer  the  necessary 
corrective  discipline  than  this  Society  can  do  in  a  place  where  so  many 
different  classes  of  children  come  and  go  constantly. 

Fourth  :  To  receive  children  by  transfer  from  other  institutions — 
under  a  provision  of  the  Ontario  .Vet  which  makes  this  possible  and  from 
parents,  who  for  good  cause,  may  find  it  necessary  to  give  their  children  up 
with  a  view  of  finding  homes  of  adoption  for  them. 

/■'1///1  :  Under  Section  26  of  the  "  .Maternity  Boarding  Houses  "  Act- 
on notice  from  the  .Medical  Health  Officer— to  pass  upon  all  adoptions  from 
maternity  houses.  Without  the  Society's  approval  of  the  homes  chosen,  the 
infants  cannot  be  placed  out.  '!"he  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the 
.■\ct,  when  passed  as  a  by-law  in  a  nuuiicipality,  rests  with  the  .Medical 
Health  Officer  and  its  eni'orcement  in  the  city  has  already  worked  a  great 
change  for  the  better,  both  as  to  maternity  houses  and  baby-larms.  It  can- 
not be  iiiade  thoroughly  elfective,  however,  until  the  law  is  made  I'rovincial 
in  its  operations. 

Sixl/i  :  To  seek  for  and  carefull)  select  good  foster  homes  lor  the 
children  becoming  its  wards.  On  rare  occasions  troubles  occur  on  account 
of  the  unsuitability  of  a  home,  but  more  often  it  comes  through  the  unruli- 
ness  of  the  child  than  because  of  the  unkindness  of  the  foster  parents. 

Srvenlh  :  To  co  operate  with  other  institutions,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  for  the  hel|)  and  protection  of  children.  Three  cases  of  co-opera- 
tion with  societies  in  other  countries  have  occurred  during  the  past  year. 
The  first  was  that  of  two  boys  who  had  been  deserted  by  their  father,  and 
left  with  their  mother,  to  live  in  this  city  as  best  they  could,  though  the 
mother  was  unable  to  maintain  herself  and  them.  Through  the  good 
offices  of  Kev.  lienjamin  Waugh,  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  London,  these  boys 
were  sent  to  Kngland,  and  their  father  hunted  up  and  made  to  support 
them.  In  their  journey  from  Toronto  to  Kngland  it  was  necessary  to  have 
them  looked  after  and  put  on  the  steamer  at  Montreal,  and  this  was 
attended  to  by  Mr.  George  M.  .Marshall,  .Secretary  of  the  Montreal  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  Women  and  Children,  who  has  on  two  other  occasions 
been  most  helpful  to  this  society,  in  seeing  mothers  and  children  safely  on 
board  ship  on  their  way  to  England. 
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The  sccoiul  case  was  tliat  of  a  lamily  who  had  ^one  from  'I'oroiUo  '.n 
ICngiand  e.vpccting  to  better  themselves.  Later  a  piteous  appeal  came  rrnm 
the  mother  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Society,  .stating  that  she  was  liviiii;  in  a 
damp  liasement  room  in  (he  heart  of  London,  and  in  a  state  of  semi-starva 
tion.  Slie  wanted  help  to  come  l>ack  with  her  family,  to  this  city.  A  letter 
to  Mr.  John  Kirk,  Secretary  of  (he  Ragged  .School  Union,  and  .Shafte.shurv 
Society,  London,  was  all  that  was  necessary  to  bring  about  a  thorough 
investigation  into  the  ca.se.  with  the  result  that  money  was  provided  through 
the  kind  cooperation  of  that  so;--iety,  and  the  family  sent  back  here,  where 
they  are  far  better  off 

The  third  case  was  that  of  a  child  of  ten  years  whom  the  Xew  Vork 
Society  ft)r  the  lVe\ention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  w-as  called  upon  to  rescue. 
She  was  fonnd  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  couple  who  were  torturing  and  abusing 
her  in  an  effort  to  make  her  fit  for  the  sta.ge.  The  evidence  in  the  case  was 
clear,  and  the  New  Vork  court  gave  the  child  to  that  society.  It  was  found 
during  the  iiivcstigation  that  the  parents  of  the  child  lived  in  Toronto,  and 
liad  foolishly  consented  to  allow  the  couple  in  New  Vork  to  have  her  for 
preparation  for  the  stage-  This  society  worked  with  the  New  York  society 
in  the  restoration  of  the  child  to  her  parenis,  and  she  is  now  in  this  city 
imder  the  supervision  of  our  society.  Shortly  after  she  arrived  in  this  city 
she  was  heard  to  say,  "  I  don't  want  any  more  acting  business.  If  people 
knew  how  we  are  tortured  in  preparation,  they  would  not  enjoy  the  play  so 
much."

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  that  a  goodly  number  of  children 
have  been  placed  during  the  year.  The  .Society,  however,  always  prefers 
that  children  remain  in  their  own  hontes,  if  they  are  or  can  be  matle 
respectable  and  happy,  and  only  seeks  to  take  the  chiklren  from  their 
parents  and  place  them  in  good  foster  homes  when  that  is  evidently  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  child. 

A  (Quotation  in  part  from  a  recent  issue  t)f  the  C/ii/ii's  iii/iiriiitjrr,  the 
monthly  organ  of  the  National  .Society  lor  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children  of  (ireat  itrilain  will  illustrate  : 

"  Institutions  for  |iroviding  homes  for  destitute  children  have  one 
splendid  advantage  over  our  Society  in  their  power  to  demonstrate  to  the 
sight  of  the  publii:  the  nature  of  their  work.  Children  in  pretty  dressc"-. 
dainty  caps  and  frocks  and  sailor  suits,  are  exhibited  .it  their  annu..i 
festivals,  with  spirited  juvenile  baruls  of  music,  who  look  as  happy  and 
healthy  as  they  are  pretty.  The  public  sees  what  these  do,  and  feels  what 
it  sees.  Our  own  work,  however,  is  to  leave  children  in  their  own  homes, 
to  remove  their  destitution  and  misery  by  refonuing  their  parents,  and  to 
inake  their  own  homes  like  the  ordinary  homes  of  natural  and  humane 
British  parents.  "

The  Board  gladly  again  gives  credit  for  a  large  part  of  the  success  of  the 
home  finding  branch  of  its  work  to  the  weekly  press  of  Toronto  and 
Winnipeg  which  has  been  most  generous  in  the  supply  of  space  for 
numerous  letters  from  the  Secretary  describing  children  available  for  foster 
homes,  ^"et  notwithstanding  all  the  publicity  given  to  the  need  for  homes 
for  boys,  the  Society  finds  it  a  diliicult  task  to  get  homes  for  little  fellows 
from  a  few  months  to  nine  years  old.  The  lists  are  given  to  the  press 
many  times  in  the  year,  but  applications  for  this  class  come  in  very  slowly. 
On  the  other  hand  the  I'resident  and  Secretary  of  the  Society,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  e.xamine  and  pass  upon  all  applications  for  children,  have  to  exercise 
the  utmost  vigilance  in  order  to  prevent  the  placing  of  lioys  over  10  years 
of  age  in  homes  where  they  may  be  made  little  work  drudges.  But  the 
difficulty  descrilied  as  to  finding  homes  for  very  joung  boys,  does  not  apply 
to  the  girls,  except  to  baby  girls.  The  Society  seldom  has  girls  waiting  for 
homes  and  so  the  letters  to  the  press  rarely  mention  these  ;  but  if  by  reason 
of  wanting  a  special  kind  of  home  for  a  girl  it  is  stated  that  there  is  a  girl 
anywhere  between  two  and  fourteen  years  old  in  the  Shelter  and  availalile, 
the  Society's  office  is  thereafter  deluged  with  letters  asking  for  that  girl,  even 
though  the  homes  oflered  may  not  suit  the  case  as  described  in  the  letter. 
The  Board  has  found,  in  an  experience  extending  now  over  nearly 
seven  years,  that,  as  a  rule,  the  best  homes  offered  for  boys — and  sometimes 
even  for  girls— have  been  in  Manitoba  and  the  North-U'est.  In  that  country 
the  boys  have  the  prospect  of  some  day  becoming  independent  owners 
of  farms,  and  indeed,  the  promise  is  sometimes  made— without  any 
invitation  to  do  so  on   the  part  of  the  Society  — that   the   boys   will  be 
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presented,  on  coming  of  age,  with  farms  supplied  with  stock  and  imple- 
ments ready  to  hand. 

The  reason  for  such  offers  will  be  better  understood  when  it  is 
mentioned  that  the  Society  adopts  its  wards  in  preference  to  articling 
them  out,  and  that,  often,  they  are  taken  into  homes  where  there  have 
before  been  no  children.  The  Society  is  particularly  careful  in  select- 
ing the  homes  in  the  North-West  and  so,  though  the  children  are  not 
within  the  reach  of  the  visitor  of  the  Ontario  Government  Department,  yet 
they  have  gootl  grounds  for  the  confidence  felt  that  the  children  are  well, 
safely  and  happily  placed.  Up  to  the  present  time  this  confidence  has 
been  well  founded,  but  if  at  some  time  in  the  future  limited  supervision 
were  thought  necessary,  the  Hoard  feels  assured  that  the  governments  ot 
the  Western  Provinces  will  take  the  matter  up.  Indeed,  should  it  l)e  fuund 
necessary  in  the  future,  the  Society  will  itself  see  that  the  matter  has  due 
attention. 

The  Shelter  continued  during  the  year  to  be  a  most  important  adjunct 
of  the  Society's  work.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children 
admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year  :

A  noticeable  feature  in  Table  3  is  the  three  items  "Incorrigible, 
Truant  and  Vagrant,"  ".-Vrrested  by  police  and  brought  in,"  and  "On 
remand  from  Children's  Court."  The  work  in  connection  with  the  first  of 
these  three  items  has  been  noticed  under  the  third  heading,  in  classifyim; 
the  various  branches  of  the  Society's  work.  The  other  two  will  perhap.n 
give  to  the  public  a  better  idea  than  it  has  had  before  of  the  great  step  in 
advance  that  the  establishment  of  the  Children's  Court,  under  the  amended 
Criminal  Code  of  1S94,  accomplished,  as  well  as  an  intelligent  idea  as  to 
the  cooperation  of  the  police  with  the  Society.  The  first  of  these  latter 
items  indicates  that  these  sixty  seven  children,  instead  of  being  taken  to 
the  cells  on  arrest,  as  was  formerly  done,  were  brought  to  the  Shelter  and 
taken  from  there  to  the  Children's  Court.  The  second  shows  that  instead 
of  the  ninety-eight  children  being  sent  to  jai!  while  on  remand — as  is  quite 
permissible  under  the  law,  as  long  as  the  children  are  kept  from  contact 
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with  old  offenders     they  were  sent  to  the  Shelter,  where  they  were   not 
environed  by  the  unavoidable  surroundings  of  a  prison. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  feature  of  the  report  will  be  an  encouragement 
to  Children's  Aid  Societies  throughout  the  I'rovince,  and  societies  dealing 
with  children  throughout  the  Dominion,  to  open  shelters.  Hitherto 
'I'oronto  seems  to  be  the  only  place  in  the  Dominion  where  the  provisions 
of  the  Criminal  Code  Amendment  have  been  taken  up,  which  enacts  that 
"the  trials  of  young  persons  apparently  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
shall  take  place  without  publicity,  and  separately,  and  apart  from  the 
trials  of  other  accused  persons,  and  at  suitable  times  to  be  designated  and 
appointed  for  that  purpose;''  and  that  such  young  persons  "arrested  on 
warrant,  or  committed  to  custody  at  any  stage  of  a  >reliminary  encpiiry 
into  a  charge  for  an  indictable  offence,  or  committed  to  custody  at  any 
stage  of  a  tral,  either  for  an  indictable  offence  or  for  an  offence  punishable 
on  summary  conviction,  or  committed  to  custody  alter  trial,  but  before 
imprisonment  under  sentence,  shall  be  kept  in  custody  sei)arate  from  older 
persons  charged  with  criminal  offences  and  separate  from  all  persons 
undergoing  sentences  of  imprisonment,  and  shall  not  be  confined  in  lock- 
ups or  police  stations  with  older  persons  charged  with  criminal  offencx-s  or 
with  ordinary  criminals." 

Without  a  Shelter,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  referred  to  in  the  above 
table,  that  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  would  be 
impossible.  The  municipal  councils  would  soon  find,  as  the  City  Council 
of  Toronto  has  found,  that  a  liberal  grant  towards  the  maintenance  of 
such  a  shelter  would  be  true  economy. 

In  regard  to  the  item  of  incorrigibles  mentioned  in  Table  3,  it  would 
seem  as  if  some  few  of  the  newsboys,  in  addition  to  other  boys,  had  almost 
cor  to  fill  that  class.  Night  after  night,  and  often  long  after  midnight  small 
boys  may  be  seen  at  some  of  the  street  corners  ostensibly  selling  papers. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  would  seem  advisable  that  the  newsboys'  by- 
law should  be  so  amended  that  the  police  authorities  would  be  able  to 
make  it  a  condition  of  a  newsboys'  license  that  he  should  be  off  the  streets 
at  a  reasonable  hour,  say  eight  o'clock,  and  that  they  should  have  power  to 
cancel  licenses  in  punishment  for  a  disobedience  of  the  rule.  The  boys 
who  stay  out  till  the  very  late  hours  frequently  learn  to  impose  on  unsuspect- 
ing people  with  pitiful  tales  of  being  afraid  to  go  home  without  having  sold 
all  their  papers  and  l!  us  ar"  schooled  to  become  genuine  vagrants  and 
nuisau'-  ■;.  tn  society  in  later  years. 

' '  '  s  iciety  in  its  opeiatiuns  is  frequently  cal'od  upon  to  make  of  its 
Shcl.oi  a  ■  l-Iome"  for  children  becauseol  the  rules  e\istiug  in  some  of  the 
Hoine.^.  atifi  in  this  way  the  limitedaccommodationof  the  present  Shelter  is 
s.iinetii.ve.',  taxed  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  freely  admit  the  very  children 
foi  wh  "n  it  is  intended.  There  is  no  I'rotestant  Home  in  the  city  where 
children  between  two  and  three  years  old  will  be  received,  and  there  is  none 
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where  boys  between  three  and  five  years  old,  whose  parents  are  both  livini:, 
are  taken  in.  Then  the  Society  Icnows  by  painful  experience  that  there  i^ 
no  place  in  the  Province  where  crippled  and  incLirai)le  children  under  i^ 
will  be  taken,  or  where  feeble  minded  children  under  7  will  be  cared  fcir, 
A  pitiful  case  came  under  the  Society's  notice  during  the  past  year.  It  was 
that  of  a  boy  of  five.  His  father  had  died  and  his  mother  married  again.  'I'lu- 
woman's  second  husband  proved  a  drunkard  who  abused  her  and  this  boy,  wlm 
was  afflicted  with  hip  disease.  The  man  was  frequently  sent  to  thet'enlr.il 
Prison  and  is  at  present  confined  there.  The  Hospital  for  Sick  Childn  11 
took  the  ho)  and  for  six  months  carefully  nursed  him  ;  but  a  time  caiiic 
when  he  must  be  discharged  as  a  convalescent.  The  Society  then  sought 
shelter  for  him  in  one  of  the  homes,  but  from  the  very  nature  of  his  com 
plaint,  the  managers  of  the.se  felt  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  take  him  in. 
He  had  therefore  to  be  brought  to  the  Shelter,  as  when  his  step-father  was 
not  at  home  to  abuse  him  his  mother  had  to  go  out  to  work,  and  she  was 
besides  too  [loor  to  afford  tlie  delicacies  and  purchase  the  appliances 
necessary  in  his  case.  The  attention  of  the  public  was  called  to  thi  ccs- 
sity  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  asylum  for  the  care  of  incurablt 
little  children,  and  this  lioy's  <'ase  was  used  as  an  illustration.  The  publica- 
tion of  the  tacts  drew  forth  a  good  deal  of  comment  from  the  [)ress.  The 
concensus  of  opinion  expressed  seemed  to  be  that  a  wing  should  le 
established  in  connection  with  either  the  Home  for  Incurables  or  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children  where  this  work  could  lie  done.  It  is  to  be 
hop;d  that  at  no  distant  day,  by  the  generosity  of  some  wealthy  person,  su<  h 
a  [ilace  may  be  established. 

l-'or  the  little  boy  in  ijueslion  the  letter  brought  even  more  than  words 
of  sympathy.  A  widow  lady  living  in  a  beautiful  old  family  home  near  one 
of  our  villages  saw  the  letter,  and,  as  "a  vow  unto  the  Lord  "  and  "  in  His 
name,"  asked  that  she  might  adopt  this  poor  little  waif.  He  has  not  yet 
gone  to  her  nome,  but  at  no  distant  day  will  i>e  taken  there  and  become  a 
"  life  member  "  of  the  household. 

NEED  OF   A    PERMANENT   BUILDINQ. 

In  May,  iSyg,  the  lease  of  the  present  Shelter  will  have  run  out,  and 
though  it  is  cpiite  possible  that  an  extension  of  the  lease  could  be  obtained, 
yet— as  pointed  out  in  the  last  iwoanmial  reports  — the  building,  though  the 
most  suitable  which  can  be  leased  for  the  purpose,  is  entirely  unsuitable 
for  the  thorough  carrying  out  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  There  is  need 
for  better  separation  of  boys  and  girls  ;  nf  inciirrigdiles  from  the  innocent 
of  the  younger  from  the  oliU' ;  and  of  new  anivnls  in  a  rctepti".  det)?'. 
ment  from  thos-.^  :ilre.uly  in  residence,  as  a  piecaution  against  any  mft  ii,,n 
the  newcomers  may  have  about  them.  The  time  covered  by  three  'luaran- 
'.inc-.  of  rhe  entity-  Shelter  during  the  past  year  has  l)een  nearly  eij;hi  weeks. 
While  this  report  is  '.eing  prepared,  another  quarantine  ha.s  !nen  an 
nounced,  caused  by  scarlet  fever.     .\s  this  disease  is  presalc  't  in  all  pa-ts 
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of  the  city,  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  ovcrcrowdeil,  and  so  it  was  only 
possilile  for  two  of  our  children  to  he  adnrtted  there,  and  the  Shelter  may 
have  to  remain  closed  for  six  or  eight  weeks.  It  can  he  easily  seen  how 
such  necessary  quarantines  must  interfere  with  the  rescue  and  Children's 
('ourt  work.  Even  in  the  reception  department  of  the  new  Imildinj;  there 
would  be  required  the  seiiaration  of  jjolice  court  children  from  innoi  cut 
ones.  Then  there  would  be  the  necessity  for  a  hospital  department  where 
all  cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  would  be  isolated  willu)ut 
keeping  the  main  building  under  quarantine.  Besides  this,  there  should 
he  ample  facilities  for  laundry  work  and  for  bathing  — including  a  plunge 
l).ath  and  a  thoiough  system  for  sterilizing  all  bedding,  clothing,  etc.. 
which  might  have  come  in  contact  with  infection.  .Vt  present  all  that  can 
be  dune  with  mucii  of  the  clothing  coming  in  on  the  children,  even  though 
it  may  not  be  in  ragi,  is  to  burn  it. 

With  the  days  of  returning  prosperity,  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  some 
generous  and  wealthy  friends  of  unfortunate  children  will  open  their  hearts 
to  the  needs  of  these  little  waifs  and  by  offering  large  gifts  of  money, 
encourage  the  lioard  to  inaugurate  such  a  building  fund  as  will  soon 
enable  it  to  erect  a  building  which  will  in  every  way  meet  the  necessities 
of  the  work. 

FINANCES. 

The  lioard  is  grateful  for  the  linancial  sup[iort  given  during  the  year. 
The  .Sunday  schools  were  again  mindful  of  the  Society,  though  there  was  a 
decrease  of  over  $100.00  from  this  source,  caused  by  the  dropping  out  of 
several  schools  and  decreased  givings  by  others.  It  is  hoped  that  before 
long  every  Simday  school  which  once  takes  up  the  good  work  of  hel])- 
ing  the  abused  and  unfortun.ate  children  of  the  city  will  never  let  a 
year  go  by  without  striving  to  aid  it  by  a  collection.  .As  was  the  case  last 
year,  Sherbourne  Street  Methodist  Sunday  School  headed  the  list  and 
even  made  a  slight  increase  on  the  year  before.  St.  John's,  Norway, 
again  also  proved  a  constant  friend  by  taking  up  its  usual  four  quarterly 
collections  for  the  .Society :  and  made  a  slight  increase  in  the  total 
collected.  The  foster  children  did  not  forget  their  part,  .as  the  $4,;  1,^ 
to  hel[>  pay  off  the  debt  and  the  $;4.40  from  their  contribntion  boxes 
testifies. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  definitely,  once  more.  «hat  the  sources  of  the 
Society's  income  are.  There  is  no  government  grant,  and  in  this  respect 
the  So.'iety  stand?  alone  among  all  the  public  <  hiUlrens  charities  of  the 
city.  The  City  Council  gives  a  generous  grant.  Th.at  body  is  thoroughly 
convinced  of  the  economy     not  to  say  charity     of  such  a  grant. 

The  balance  of  the  income  is  obtained  from  Sunday  si  hool  collections, 
contribution  box  receipts  and  yearly  contributions  from  friends  ol  the 
work.  The  receipts  from  contribution  boxes  have,  for  some  years,  been 
steadily  declining;  hut  the  friends  of  the  .Society  can  help  to  remedy  this 
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by  invitiiii^  their  many  friends  to  drop  a  cent  or  five  cents  in  these  gl.ns> 
receivers  frequently  when  they  may  see  them  in  the  many  stores,  oftici-,. 
and  puljlic  place?  in  which  they  may  lie  found.  The  Board  would  al»o 
very  much  like  to  see  a  larL,'e  increase  in  the  constituency  of  regii!;ii 
contributors. 

There  are  very  many  who  have  never  yet  contributed  to  the  funds  ,.( 
the  Soi;iety,  though  they  sympathize  with  the  work  of  child  rescue.  Thi.>c 
may  not  have  time  or  opportunity  to  do  any  such  work  themselves  but  l>y 
contributing  can  help  others  to  do  it.  When  these  fail  to  lend  the  helpiiu 
hand  and  trust  to  someone  else  to  bear  the  responsibility  which  shouki  l,c 
.shared  by  iliem  they  do  not  clear  themselves.

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The  Society  employs  no  regular  collectors  ;  lias  not  done  so  since  the 
Second  year  in  its  history,  believing  that  its  contrilnitors  prefer  notices  by 
mail.  When  the  time  for  their  yearly  contributions  come  roiuid  it  notifies 
:,'all  contributors--by  letter  at  the  lieginning  of  each  month — who  gave  in  the 
same  month  the  year  previous,  and  finds,  that,  with  few  exceptions,  these 
letters  are  promptly  answered  and  contrii)Utions  sent.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  held  on  November  17th,  1S9S 
the  following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  : 

"That  this  meeting  expresses  great  gratification  at  the  good  work 
accomplished  by  this  Society,  evidenced  by  the  report  just  read,  anci 
heartily  congratulates  the  Society  on  the  aim  which  it  seeks  to  accomplish  , 
first,  at  improving  the  Home  so  that  the  children  may  as  far  as  possible  In 
left  with  their  [larents :  and  second,  in  seeking  for  and  jilacing  children, 
taken  from  homes  and  surroundings  which  leave  little  or  no  hope  fir  their 
future,  in  t:omfortable  homes  with  moral  environment  afibrding  opportunitx 
for  them  to  grow  up  into  good  citizens.  It  also  congratulates  the  Sociel> 
on  the  recognition  its  work  has  gained  from  the  benevolent  public.  It 
expresses  pleasure  th.at  the  City  (.Council  has  recognized  the  claims  of  the 
work  in  so  generous  a  manner  and  most  heartily  commends  the  Society  to 
the  increased  liberality  both  of  the  citizens  and  the  City  Council. 
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SAMPLE  CASES. 

Case  3405. — Was  that  of  a  boy  of  15,  kIio  had  been  given  Ijy  his 
widowed  mother  to  a  man  inthiscitytolicidopted  by  him.  The  molher  had 
returned  to  England,  which  was  her  liirthplace,  and  had  found  it  very 
difficult  to  support  herself.  No  papers  had  ever  been  executed  for  the  lioy's 
adoption,  and  the  man  with  whom  he  was  left  seemed  to  tire  of  him  and 
let  him  run  .at  large  almost  homeless.  The  Society  took  the  hoy  in  hand. 
()ne  of  the  truant  officers  kindly  looked  for,  captured  and  ijrought  him  to 
the  Shelter.  While  he  was  being  brought  in  he  used  very  vile  language.  For 
this  he  was  disciplined  as  soon  as  he  entered  the  Shelter,  and  never  after- 
wards gave  any  tiouble.  Shortly  after  his  .admission  he  contracted  an 
infectious  disease,  and  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Just  alihis 
lime  an  application  was  received  from  the  County  of  X'ictoria  for  a  I  oy  of 
iiis  age  ;  and  this  was  followed  u[)  by  a  visit  of  the  applicant  to  the  Society's 
clTice.  The  man  was  told  that  the  only  boy  the  Society  had  of  the  age  he 
wanted,  was  then  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  He  asked  if  he  could  see  the 
hoy  and  was  told  that  it  was  not  likely  that  he  covild.  He,  however,  foimd 
his  way  to  the  hospital,  and  asked  for  the  boy.  The  little  fellow  was  allowed 
to  talk  to  him  through  an  open  window.  The  two  took  a  mutual  liking  to 
each  other,  and  when  the  boy  left  the  hospital  he  went  to  the  man's  home, 
where  he  appears  to  be  happy  and  contented.  The  mother  on  lieing 
apprised  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  readily  consented  to  execute  papers  for 
the  boy,  to  the  Society.  The  Society  then  executed  the  necessary  transfer 
papers  to  the  foster  parent.  The  boy  corresponds  with  his  motfRr,  with  the 
consent  of  his  foster  father.  Except  in  rare  cases  such  .as  thi.s  where  the 
Ijarent  is  in  another  part  of  the  world  and  the  foster  parent  consents  to  it 
parents  are  not  informed  of  the  whereabouts  of  their  children,  because 
communication  between  parents  and  children  under  such  circumstances 
often  spoils  the  home  for  the  child,  because  of  the  parent's  interference. 

Case  3653. — Was  that  of  a  girl  of  14,  who  was  brought  to  the 
Shelter  for  discipline  because  her  mother  could  do  nothing  with  her.  She 
was  very  defiant  when  she  first  came  to  the  Shelter,  and  did  not  care  to 
speak  to  or  see  her  mother.  In  a  short  time  she  greatly  improved,  and  was 
placed  with  people  in  the  country  near  the  city.  The  girl  and  her  mother 
are  on  good  terms  now.  She  is  happy  in  her  new  home,  and  sometimes 
comes  into  town  to  see  her  mother. 

Case  3886. — Was  that  of  a  widow  who  had  two  boys  of  5  and  10 
years.  She  was  living  an  immoral  life,  and  was  warned  several  times  with- 
out effect.  The  case  was  brought  before  the  .Magistrate,  and  the  boys 
handed  over  to  the  Society.  One  is  now  in  a  good  foster  home,  and  the 
other  will  shortly  be  placed  in  one. 

Case  3968. — W.is  that  of  an  illegitimate  boy,  who  was  adopted  by  a 
woman  when  he  was  an  infant.  Of  late  the  foster  mother  had  been  leading  a 
l'.id  lite  and  she  was  ordered  by  the  court  to  adopt  the  boy,  now  1.5  years 
(lid,  to  the  Society,  which  she  did.  The  boy  now  has  a  fine  home  in  the 
North- West,  and  says  that  he  could  not  be  induced  to  return  lo  Toronto. 
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riESSAQES    FROM  THE  HOflES. 

PiCTLRES   OH    SOME    OF    THE    FOSTER    HOMES. 

The  pictures  of  foster  homes  given  in  this  report  were  not  taken  from 
photo;;raphs  specially  picked  out  for  the  purpose,  but  comprise  copies  of 
every  photograpli  received  in  answer  to  a  yreat  many  letters  sent.  It 
will  he  seen  that  all  arc  evidently  comfortable. 

.\n  indication  of  the  increasing  prosperity  of  many  of  the  foster  parents 
in  whose  homes  the  Society  has  placed  children  may  be  fotmd  in  the 
reasons  given  by  many  of  them  for  not  sending  photographs.  Some  were 
building  new  houses  and  others  were  making  alterations  to  hou.ses,  fences 
and  grounds,  and  wished  to  defer  the  taking  of  photographs  until  the 
improvements  had  been  comi)leted. 

The  group  pictures  of  some  of  the  pretty  lads  and  lasses  who  have 
been  placed  in  foster  homes  go  to  |)rove  that  the  little  ones  of  fortunate 
parents  are  not  the  only  ones  among  whom  may  be  found  beautiful 
children. 


Extracts  from  a  number  of  the  letters  received  since  the  publication  of  the 
last  .Annual  Report,  will  give  some  idea  of  how  happily  the  children 
concerned  are  situated. 

Willie's  foster  sister  says  :  "  I  want  to  thank  you  for  sending  me  such 
a  nice  little  brother.  Willie  takes  a  sleep  every  day  after  dinner.  I  will  be 
glad  when  the  snow  goes  away  so  we  can  go  out  and  play.  1  will  try  to 
help  Willie  to  get  something  in  his  bank  to  help  the  poor  little  children. 
He  is  a  good  little  boy,  and  doesn't  destroy  my  playthings  when  I  let  him 
play  with  them.  He  does  not  talk  much  yet.  He  can  say  pa,  ma,  yes,  no 
and  baby.  I  think  it  is  very  kind  of  you  to  get  homes  for  those  dear  little 
children." 

Rose's  foster  mother  writes:  "You  will,  I  know,  be  pleased  to  hear 
something  from  dear  little  Rose.  She  is  quite  a  pet,  not  only  with  her  papa 
and  me,  but  all  who  see  her  seem  to  love  her  at  once.  She  is  very  attractive, 
and  seems  to  grow  fonder  of  us  day  by  day  ;  and  I  can  truly  say  we  grow 
fonder  of  her  each  day.  Just  now  she  came  to  me  to  have  her  knee  kissed. 
She  imagined  she  had  hurt  it.  and  of  course  a  kiss  is  a  cure  for  all  her 
troubles,  whether  the  trouble  be  in  head  or  foot,  it  has  got  to  be  kissed 
away. " 

.Mr.  H.  writes:  "Nellie  is  just  as  happy  as  the  day  is  long.  She  is 
the  joy  of  our  home,  and  we  like  her  better  every  day.  I  hope  all  the  o;hers 
who  come  to  Manitoba  are  as  hajjpy  as  she  is.  The  climate  agrees  with 
her.  She  has  the  roses  on  her  cheeks,  and  is  on  the  run  from  inorning  till 
night.  She  has  to  help  her  mamma  do  everything,  and  when  it  is  not  too 
cold  she  has  to  go  for  a  ride  on  her  pony.  She  has  got  to  be  a  regular 
chitterbox,  and  can  say  almost  anything  now."

He  is  a  tine  smart  child,  and  he  is  contented  and  happy.  He  plays  out 
doors  from  morning  till  night,  and  is  as  healthy  .as  can  be.  He  has  never 
missed  a  meal.  He  is  a  great  boy  for  milk,  and  gets  all  he  wants  to  drink. 
He  has  gained  three  pounds  since  he  came." 

Nell's  foster  mother  writes  ;  ''  She  is  well,  and  hai)[)y  as  the  dav  is  long. 
We  gel  fonder  of  her  every  day.  We  have  hail  a  number  of  children  sick 
around  us,  but  she  is  well.  1  was  afraid  she  would  he  getting  sick  and  I 
watched  her  very  closely  to  prevent  sickness,  but  she  is  .all  right.  1  hope 
that  she  will  not  get  sick,  for  she  is  a  dear  little  thing,  and  so  happy.  She 
received  a  number  of  presents  at  Ciiristmas.  and  she  was  delighted  with 
them." 

In  regard  to  Wilhe  his  foster  father  writes :  '•  He  is  well,  and  doing 
well.  He  was  very  delicate  and  small  for  his  age  when  he  came  here,  but 
we  thought  we  would  give  him  a  trial.  So  we  fed  him  with  good  strong 
wholesome  food,  kept  him  well  clad,  and  gave  him  plenty  of  out  door  ' 
exercise,  and  today  you  would  hardly  I  nv  him.  He  is  healthy,  hearty 
and  robust,  and  a  good  and  faithful  little  vvorker.  He  is  very  obedient, 
and  seems  to  take  great  delight  and  interest  in  horses  and  tattle.  If  he 
continues  to  do  as  well  in  the  future  as  he  h.as  in  the  past,  I  do  not  think  1 
could  wish  for  a  better  lad.  We  could  never  see  any  signs  of  him  being 
hontesick.  He  seems  to  feel  ([uite  at  home  ;  just  the  same,  I  should  judge, 
as  if  he  was  born  and  brought  up  in  the  family." 

Mrs.  M.  writes  :  "  Now  I  must  tell  you  something  ol  dear  little  Rose. 
We  love  her  very  much,  and  she  loves  us;  but  her  papa  best.  She  was 
solely  in  his  care  .at  the  first,  and  consequently  became  .attached  to  him. 
When  her  p.ipa  is  not  on  hand  she  thinks  everything  of  ine,  btit  if  he  is 
present  I  am  only  second.  She  is  a  \ery  lovable  child,  her  only  fault 
l)eing  a  very  strong  will.  She  was  very  obstinate  .at  first,  but  has  learned  by 
degrees  that  we  mean  what  we  say,  and  now  she  is  a  \  ery  hapiiy  child.  .\ll 
who  have  seen  her  pronounce  her  a  lovely  child.  I  have  bought  new- 
clothes  for  her,  and  she  is  as  comfortable  as  can  be.  I  just  wish  you  could 
see  her  sometimes,  dressed  as  she  loves  to  l>e,  with  her  papa's  cap  an<l 
mittens  on,  running  about  the  house.  She  knows  how  to  bring  lier  papa's 
slippers,  and  put  them  in  their  pl,ace  when  he  puts  them  off;  and  we  think 
her  ju>t  a  splendid  girl. " 

.And  in  another  letter  ;  "  The  dear  c  hild,  as  I  write,  is  sitting  on  my 
knee  playing  with  some  paper,  and  trying  to  coax  me  for  the  pen.  She  is 
growing  finely,  and  enjoying  good  health.  'I'he  days  pass  happily  with  her, 
and  to  us  she  is  a  prc<'ious  treasure,  a  most  loving  child,  full  of  lov'  and 
sympathy.  We  love  her  dearly,  and  know  that  she  loves  us  d'  ariy  in 
return." 
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Mr.  H.  writes:  "The  child  arrived  safely  yesterday,  and  she  is  a  very 
nice  little  thinj;,  and  I  think  that  if  1  had  come  to  the  Shelter  myself  1  could 
not  have  done  any  better.  I  can  tell  ;ou  .she  is  having  lots  of  fnn  with  her 
ball,  but  she  won't  have  anything  to  du  with  the  uoi;  or  the  cat.  She  is 
very  much  afraid  of  the  animals,  but  she  will  soon  nei  used  to  them,  as  she 
will  see  them  every  ilay.  Mrs.  H.  is  very  pleased  with  the  child.  !  would 
not  take  ten  times  tlu!  e.xpenses  and  see  her  go  away  again.  When  she  has 
been  with  us  a  few  weeks  wc  shall  like  her  much  better  than  we  do  now. ' 

.\rr.  .M.  writes  :  "  We  are  very  proud  of  our  boy,  although  some  of 
our  friends  thought  us  fooli-.h  to  take  him.  We  could  not  think  of  seeing 
him  depart.  He  t.akes  up  all  our  attention.  We  call  him  Hertie  fi  r  short. 
}lc  has  never  been  lonesome.  He  could  not  bear  to  go  back  to  )ou,  but 
he  says  he  had  such  fun  at  the  Shelter,  and  he  tells  us  very  long  yarns 
about  it  sometimes  We  are  spending  all  our  spare  money  on  him  in 
getlitig  him  suitable  clothes  for  winter." 

Will's  foster  father  says  :  "  I  write  you  to  let  you  know  how  we  are 
getting  along  with  dear  little  Will.  Well,  we  are  getting  along  tlnely. 
Wc  all  fell  in  love  with  him  at  first  sight,  and  have  had  no  reason  to  <  hange 
our  minds  as  yet.  He  has  never  seemed  strange,  and  has  made  himself 
quite  at  home  from  the  lirst.  We  all  think  him  the  dearest  little  fellow  in 
the  neighborhood.  Our  little  girl  is  eight  years  old,  and  she  thinks  all  the 
world  of  Will.  We  all  wish  you  (lod  speed  in  your  labor  of  love  in 
rescuing  those  dear  little  ones,  for  whom  Christ  died.  .May  God  bless  5 ou, 
is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts." 

Mr.  .Mc<J.  writes:  "  I.ily  is  in  good  health,  isgrowing  nicely,  and  appears 
to  be  contented  with  us.  I  am  sure  we  are  very  much  pleased  with  her. 
If  she  was  our  own  we  could  think  no  more  of  her.  I  am  quite  sure  that 
I  never  saw  a  brighter  and  better  child  in  everyway.  She  is  certainly  a 
beautifully  dispositioned  child.  It  is  now  25  minutes  to  6  p.m.  and  her 
mother  has  put  her  to  bed.  She  has  had  no  sleep  to-day,  as  she  generally 
has,  but  has  been  out  picking  cherries  and  berries  with  us  this  al'ternoon. 
She  has  taken  to  bed  with  her  one  of  her  four  babies  ^little  Jessie.  She 
has  ipiite  a  lamily  of  dolls.  Iiina,  a  big  black  one  ;  Tuey,  the  only  boy — 
not  a  very  pretty  boy  but  remarkably  quiet  ;  Cirace  is  quite  a  good  looking 
youngster,  though  a  somewhat  stoical  sort  of  a  little  creature,  quite  gaily 
painted  ;  Jessie,  like  Dina  and  Tuey,  is  made  of  painted  print,  .stulTed, 
though  different  in  form  ;  her  shape  is  that  of  a  cat.  I.ily  named  all  those 
dolls  herself,  and  performs  the  duties  of  a  mother  as  well  as  she  can.  The 
other  day  she  had  Jessie  to  bed  with  her,  atid  when  she  awoke  lessie  was 
off  the  pillow  where  she  had  placed  her  before  she  went  to  slce|).  For 
this  she  gave  her  a  real  good  spanking.  Her  mother  was  in  the  next  room 
and  hearil  her  correcluig  Jessie,  so  she  slipped  in  and  enquired  what  was 
the  trouble.  I.ily  promptly  replied  that  Jessie  was  a  bad  girl,  and  had 
moved  out  of  the  place  where  she  had  put  her. " 
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A  TALK  WITH  THE  CHILDREN. 

It  is  the  polii-y  of  the  Society  to,  as  far  as  [xissililc.  dis-;ociatc'  the  niiiKls 
of  the  children  with  tlieir  former  surroundings,  and  so,  unless  they  are  o!d 
enough  to  rertietnber  their  connection  with  tite  Society  and  wish  to  keep  it 
i;[)  hy  «ritiiv_',  they  are  seldom  heard  from.  This  will  account  for  the  very 
small  numher  of  quotations  from  the  letters  of  foster  chiUlren. 

Roy  writes  :  "  I  received  your  long  letter,  which  1  liked  very  much.  I 
.1111 1,'etting  along  very  well.  I  am  healthy  and  stroni;,  and  I  am  doim;  lots 
of  work.  I'his  is  the  liusiest  time  of  the  year,  and  1  am  glad  that  Sunday 
is  a  day  of  rest,  for  I  am  always  very  tired  at  the  end  of  the  week.  I  would 
like  to  hear  from  you  again,  telling  me  something  about  my  brother.  1  do 
not  hear  from  him  very  often.  1  think  1  will  try  to  .save  about  $j.  5ofi)r  the 
Society  if  1  can.  We  have  2S0  acres  of  grain  this  year,  and  thirty(i\e  !iead 
of  cattle,  ten  horse.s,  throe  pigs,  two  dogs  .and  150  fowl.  The  wild  geese 
are  very  plentiful  out  here,  and  wild  duck  also.  'I'hey  taste  as  good  as 
taute  ones.  I  think  [  will  close  my  short  letter,  as  I  have  no  tnorc  time. 
I  have  to  bring  the  cattle  home  about  four  miles,  and  sometiiues  they  are 
about  six  and  a-half  miles  aw.ay.     So  good  bye.' 

liessie  writes:  "I  just  wanted  to  write  a  Christmas  letter  to  \ou. 
There  are  going  to  be  two  Christm,as  trees  near  us  this  year  and  I  am  taking 
part  in  both.  I  am  getting  pretty  big  ;  I  am  1,5  years  old  ;  I  have  a  ■pnlt 
pretty  nearly  Mnished.  Our  si'hool  teacher  is  going  to  leave  us,  and  we 
have  given  her  a  present  of  a  silver  cake  stand.  It  is  a  very  pretty  one. 
I  wish  you  a  .Merry  Cliristinas  and  a  Hap|iy  New  Year. 

Victor  writes:  "I  am  verv  sorry  I  did  not  write  sooner,  1  ke[>l 
ncglecti;ig  it  right  along  till  now,  an<l  I  am  very  well  and  getting  along 
well.  1  am  glad  to  have  a  nice  home,  and  I  hope  you  are  well.  I  have  a 
little  sister.  She  is  four  years  old,  and  she  and  I  have  fun  together.  I 
enjoy  working  with  the  horses  on  the  farm.  I'a  and  ma  are  well.  They 
received  an  Annual  Report  and  thought  it  very  interesting.  We  had  very 
cold  weather  at  the  first  of  the  winter ;  but  it  has  been  mild  for  the  last 
two  weeks.  There  is  just  enough  snow  for  sleighing.  I'a  gave  me  a  pair 
of  skates  this  winter  and  I  skate  on  the  Soiiris  river.  Our  school  is  closed 
for  the  winter.  I  am  in  the  second  reader.  I  go  to  church  and  to 
Sunday  School,  and  we  get  some  little  Sunday  School  papers.  We  have 
been  saving  our  pajK-rs  for  the  little  ones  at  the  Shelter.  I  hope  they 
are  all  well  and  hope  they  will  enjoy  (Christmas.  1  think  I'll  clo.se  my 
letter  now.     1  wish  you  a  Merry  Christmas  and  the  same  to  the  children. 

Ross  writes  :  "  I  ant  going  to  school  every  day  ;  I  am  quite  a  man  ;  I 
ran  ride  my  pony.  If  1  don't  spell  all  right  you  must  excuse  me.  I  will 
try  and  do  better  next  time.  Kind  enclosed  |i. 50  from  my  bank  I  mil 
try  and  get  more  next  time."
